Reason British Troops Have 
Sent to Europe 

Zondon, — In reply to a letter re- 
ceived from a correspondent, Vis~ 
egunt Milner, the secretary of war, 
gives the reasons why British troops 
were sent to Russia. The cabinet

“You ask me,’ said Viscount Mil- 
ner in his letter, “what right we have 
had to send British troops to Russia 
to meddle with the internal” affairs 
of that country, and how long we 
mean to keep them there now that 
the war is over. 

“The question shows that you 
misapprehend the facts of the case as

well as the motives of the govern- 
ment. There are also other allied 
forces in Russia—indeed the British 


are only a small proportion of the 
total allied troops. The Bolsheviki 
whatever their ultimate object, were 
in fact, assisting our enemics in 
every possible way. It was owing to 
their action that hundreds of thous- 
ands of German troops were Ict loose 
to hurl themse'ves against our men 
on the weStern front. It w-s owing 
to their betrayal that Rumania, with 
all its resources of grain and oil, fell 
into the hands of the Germans, 

“It was they who handed -over the 
Black Sea fleet to the Germans, and 
who treacherously attacked _ the 
Czecho-Slovaks when the latter only 
desired to get out of Russia in order 
to fight for the frecdom of their own 
in Europe. Every one of them were 
most anxious to avoid trouble in 
Russia, but it was an obligation of 
honor to the Slovaks, and it 
was military necessity of the most 
urgent kind to prevent those vasr 
portions of Ru ia which were strug- 
gling to escape the tyranny of the 
Bolsheviki from being overrun by 
them and so thrown open as a source 
of supply to the enemy.” 

“To say nothing of the military 
stores and property of the allies, 
which was still lying at Archangel 
and other places, which was in course 
of being appropriated by the Bolshe- 
viki and transferred to the Germans 
until allicd occupation put an end to 
the process,

“These were important achieve- 
ments to the defeat of Germany, 1 
say nothing of the fact that a vast 
portion of the earth’s .surface and 
millions of people friendly to the 
R allies have been spared the un- 
speakable horrors of Bolsheviki rule, 
but in course of this allied interven- 
tion’ thousands of Russians have 
taken up arms and fought on the 
side of the allies, 

“How can we, simply because our 
own immediate purposes have been 
served, come away and leave them to 
the tender mercies of their and our 
enemies before they had time to arm, 
train and organize so as to be strong 
enough to defend themselves. It 
would be an abnominable betrayal, 
contrary to every British instinct of 
honor and humanity. 

“You may be quite sure that the 
last thing the government desires is 
to leave any British soldiers in Rus- 
sia a day longer than is necessary to 
discharge the moral obligations we 
have incurred, and that, I believe, is 
the guiding principle of all the 
allics. Nor do I myself think that 
the time when we can withdraw 
without disastrous consequences is 
necessarily distant. But this is a 
ease in which more haste may be less 
speed, If the allies were all to 
ecramble out of Russia at once, the 
result would almost certainly be that 
the barbarism which at present 
reigns in a part only of that country 
would spread over the whole of it, 
including the vast regions of northern 
and central Asia, which were includ- 
ed in the dominion of the czar.

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Allies Obliged to 
Protect Russia 


Reason British Troops Have 
Sent to Europe 

Dondon, In reply to a letter 
ceived from a correspondent, Vis- 
eaunt Milner, the secretary of war, 
gives the reasons why British troops 
were sent to Russia, The cabinet 
member goes over the situation ecre- 
ated by the success of the Bolsheviki 
in gaining control of Russian affairs, 
and points out how their acts were 
adversely affecting the cause of tte 
allics in the west and otherwise ham- 
pering the winning of the war by the 
allied nations. 

“You ask me,” said Viscount Mil- 
ner in his letter, “what right we have 
had to send British troops to Russia 
to meddle with the internal” affairs 
of that country, and how long we 
mean to keep them there now that 
the war is over, 

“The question shows that you 
misapprehend the facts of the case as 
well as the motives of the govern- 
ment. There are also other allied 
forces in Russia—indeed the British 
are only a small proportion of the 
total allied troops. The Bolsheviki 
whatever their ultimate object, were 
in fact, assisting our enemies in 
every possible way. It was owing to 
their action that hundreds of thous- 
ands of German troops were Iet loose 
to hurl themsc'ves against our men 
on the weStern front. It w-s owing 
to their betrayal that Rumania, with 
all its resources of grain and oil, fell 
into the hands of the Germans, 

“It was they who handed -over the 
Black Sca flect to the Germans, and 
who treacherously attacked the 
Czecho-Slovaks when the latter only 
desired to get out of Russia in order 
to fight for the frecdom of their own 
in Europe. Every one of them were 
most anxious to avoid trouble in 
Russia, but it was an obligation of 
honor to save the Slovaks, and it 
was military necessity of the most 
urgent kind to prevent those vasr 
portions of Ru ia which were strug- 
gling to escape the tyranny of the 
Bolsheviki from being overrun by 
them and so thrown open as a source 
of supply to the enemy.” 

“To say nothing of the military 
stores and property of the allies, 
which was: still lying at Archangel 
and other places, which was in course 
of being appropriated by the Bolshe- 
viki and transferred to the Germans 
until allied occupation put an end to 
the process.

intervention was suc- 
cessful, the Czecho-Slovaks were 
seved from destruction, The re- 
sources of Siberia and southeastern 
Russia were denied to the enemy, and 
the ports were prevented from be- 
coming bases for German submarines 
from which our North Sea barrage 
could have been turned, 

“These were important achieve- 
ments to the defeat of Germany, 1 
say nothing of the fact that a vast 


portion of the earth's ,surface and 
millions of people friendly to the 
allies have been spared the un- 
speakable horrors of Bolsheviki rule, 


but in course of this allied interven- 
tion’ thousands of Russians have 
taken up arms and fought the 
side of the allies. 

“How can we, simply because our 
own immediate purposes have been 
served, come away and leave them to 
the tender mercies of their and our 
enemies before they had time to arm, 
train and organize so as to be strong 
enough to defend themselves. It 
would be an abnominable betrayal, 
contrary to every British instinct of 
honor and humanity. 

“You may be quite sure that the 
last thing the government desires is 
to leave any British soldiers in Rus- 
sia a day longer than is necessary to 
discharge the moral obligations we 
have incurred, and that, I believe, is 
the guiding principle of all the 
allics. Nor do I myself think that 
the time when we can withdraw 
without disastrous consequences is 
necessarily distant, But this is a 
case in which more haste may be less 
speed. If the allies were all to 
ecramble out of Russia at once, the 
result would almost certainly be that 
the barbarism which at present 


on 


reigns in a part only of that country 
would spread over the whole of it, 
including the vast regions of northern 
and central Asia, which were includ- 
ed in the dominion of the czar. The
